ROBERT OSRO BISHOP SR. 
December 9, 1917— December 26, 2009 


Robert Osro Bishop Sr. (The Old Projectionist) passed 
away on December 26 at the age of 92. 


He was the last of seven boys born to Mr. and Mrs. 
William and Irene Bishop on December 9, 1917, who 
all served in World War II. 


He was married to Carmaletta I. Bishop, who proceed- 
ed him in death in the year 2003. They were married 
over 63 years. 


He leaves behind three children. One son, Robert O. 
Bishop Jr., and two daughters, Wavil I. McAvinew and 
Susan L. Howe; eight grandchildren and nine great- 
grandchildren. 


Robert O. Bishop Sr. was known as husband, father, 
grandpa, brother, uncle, in-law, veteran, author (wrote 
four books, three have been published and the fourth is 
on its way) friend and, finally, The Old Projectionist. 


He and his wife started giving Magic Lantern Shows in 
the late 1960s. 


Robert O. Bishop Sr. (The Old Projectionist) gave 
shows throughout the United States, White Horse in 
the Yukon for the gold rush days. 


He and his wife traveled to Europe, Mexico and 
throughout the U.S., spreading the word about the 
Magic Lantern. His last Magic Lantern Show was at 
the Juan de Fuca Festival of the arts in Port Angeles. 


In July of 1963, Robert O. Bishop wrote recollections 
of early Seattle days as recounted by Joe Hillaire. Joe 
Hillaire read his accounts at Suquamish for the Chief 
of Seattle Days Pageant in July of 1963. 


Robert O. Bishop was a lifetime member of the Inter- 
national Union of Operating Engineers. He had many 


interests over the span of his life and he will be missed. 


He lives on in our hearts and will not be forgotten.
